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THE CANONICITY OF THE SCRIPTURES 


It is the rule of standard by which the readers of the books of 

the Bible perceived that such a book is_authoritative 

because it is inspired. 

It is the quality and is the character of the scripture by which 
they are_of Faith and Life. 

John Calvin and other scholars strongly claim that the church 
councils never canonized the scriptures. The church council just 
confirmed what already has been established as divine 
authority right from the beginning. 

The scripture by its very own authority was_ 

immediately upon its inscription. 


Theological Meaning of CANONICITY 

1. _Authority - the testimony of God the Holy 

Spirit to the authority of His own Words. 

2. _-Authenticating- the Bible is God’s breath. 

3. _- By authenticity, we mean that the 

books were written by either a PROPHET or an 
APOSTLE.

The bible is also one of the oldest books in the world. The most ancient 
portions of the Bible date back almost 4,000 years. Yet it is still the most 
modern book in the world today; for in it we find the answers to life's 
greatest questions:

1. The_TESTAMENT- Tells us about God's work with 

His people before the birth of Jesus Christ. This also 
covers the OLD COVENANT. 

2. The_TESTAMENT- tells us about Jesus birth, His 

life, His great ministry of healing and forgiveness for sick 
and sinful people, His death on a cross, his being raised 
from the dead and his ascension. It also tells us about the 
continuation of His healing, forgiving ministry through 
those who saw Him after resurrection. This covers the 
NEW COVENANT.

• The Early Church Fathers/ Witnesses 


The Inerrancy of the Scriptures
